3. Claims 100-102 and 105-110 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The coplanar 
waveguide as recited in the claims of the instant invention fail to be taught by the prior 
art cited of interest. Yuan in view of Dalman further in view of Tran further in view of 
Latavic shows a processor system including a coplanar waveguide but fails to teach the 
specific characteristic of the structure recited in the claims of the instant invention. For 
example regarding claim 100, the prior art does not teach or suggest trenches a 
coplanar wave guide having radius of about 50,000 to 100,000 angstroms; regarding 
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claim 101, the prior art does not teach or suggest a coplanar waveguide having two 
insulating layers as claimed; regarding claim 107, the prior art does not teach or 
suggest a coplanar waveguide having a titanium nitride barrier layer over an oxide layer 
and trench sizes within the claimed ranges and regarding claim 109, the prior art does 
not teach or suggest a coplanar waveguide having silicide layers on sidewalls.
